, * the seventh day of January, 1907, there was 

formally opened the most beautiful public build- 
in the city of Toronto. This statement may not be 
considered highly complimentary, for the outsider says 
that Toronto is unhandsome in matters of architecture, 
*nd a gentleman of high position, himself a citizen of 
Toronto, has declared his home town to be both tin- 
beautiful and unadorned. Hut anyone who can survey 
the severe and classic exterior of the Margaret Eaton 
School of Literature and Expression on North Street 
without a feeling «•! aesthetic satisfaction is hardly to be 
moved by what a Frenchwoman has rightly called 
“frozen music." 

While the building itself is one of the last gifts of the 
late Mr. Timothy Eaton, the school for which it now 
makes an artistic home was founded six years ago by 
Chancellor Hut wash. Mrs. Hurwash and Mrs. Scott Rail. 

1 he ideal bclorc this trio ut founders was that which 
one of the foremost professors of the day lias called 
“the vocal interpretation of literature.” The word 
“elocution” has fallen into disrepute and has become as- 
sociated with cheap display and superficial study. The 
mushroom schools of oratory, which seemed to spring up 
by si ores in the United States years ago, brought dis- 
credit < *11 the elocutionist and provoked a smile by their 
idle pretensions. But there is a real voice culture, far 
removed from the affectation and superficiality of that 
which, has proved unequal to modern demands. This 
development, where the voice is trained to express what 
the soul feels, is the ideal of the newly-opened school and 
its enthusiastic support by 167 students is a proof that 
\ oung Canada appreciates the undertaking. 

That education means much more than acquiring 
knowledge is a fact sometimes forgotten in these days 
of hurry and haste. If this modern school can, to any 
extent, fulfil its promise of being a place “where the ed- 
ucation that consists of mere knowledge is supplemented 
by the culture that opens the way to wider understand- 
ing and a larger life,” it will have gone far towards 
making the lives of its students broader and brighter. 
The curse of many of our educational systems, especially 
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those for women, has been narrowness. They h 
dabbled in the little learning which has inevitably pro 
a dangerous thing and which gave the student a touch 
intellectual priggishness, a spirit utterly opposed to t 
tilings which are more excellent. Literature and voil 
culture are allied in this modern curriculum with ph 
sical culture and household science, proving the healt; 
recognition of the importance of developing the boc 
and the keeping of the home. 

Chancellor Burwash calls attention to a lack in o 
educational system. “The prevailing method of educ 
cation to-dav cultivates written rather than vocal e 
pression. This we regard as a very serious defect. Oi 
most healthy and natural, and, we think, our highe 
and best spiritual life is that face to face with our fe 
low-men. In the great struggle of our active life, or 
best is called forth, and as it is called forth it t 

once finds expression in attitude, in countenance an 
in spoken word or act.” The objection may l 

made by the cynic that we already talk too muc* 

lhat may be. But do we talk well? The stud 

of true speech, like that of writing, leads to co 
rectness, not diffusencss, of expression. But into voic 
culture there enter elements, peculiar to itself, al 
the graces of modulation and intonation which make th 
difference between articulation and melody. Canada 
in sad need of just such training. Listen to Mr. Wil 
lard, Mr. John Hare, Mr. Forbes Robertson and yor 
realise what Mr. Kipling means when he talks of 
voice that is “a golden miracle.” Such tones will no 
be heard on this side of the Atlantic for many a day 
but to acknowledge the lack is a step towards more m 
lodious conditions. 

Literature, from the best that ancient and moden 
writers have given, is the best former ol taste. Fron 
Shakespeare to \ cats, the selections have been made fo 
this school with a view to the finest dramatic study 
The most instructive recitals for this year will be thos 
by Professor Richard Moulton of Chicago University ii 
April, when the distinguished Englishman will give Bibli 
c.il and Shakespearian interpretations, as well as a dis 
course on Greek plays in English. To hear Dr. Moultoi 
read the Book of Job is to have a revela 
tion of the dramatic force of that mag 
nificent piece of literature, and to bi 
brought to a realisation of how badly tin 
average clergyman reads the texts whicl 
he expounds. To bring such a man to th 
city is, in itself, an educational movement 
The old prejudice against the drama i: 
fast disappearing, as the formerly Puritai 
Canadian comes to see the possibilities o 
the art. National Theatres and Univer 
sity Chairs may yet be among the develop 
ment of drama. However, these high 
dreams may meet with failure or fulfil- 
ment, it remains for the modern educa* 
tional system to meet the demand foi 
training in expression, such as the past 
has not known.

Tb# speaker a a a member of thb com- 
mission outlined the work that had 
been done in hb dty in improving iU 
appearance, the coet of thb work, and 
the effect on the city. In Ottawa, he 
said, when present plans are completed 
they will have thirty-flve mil## of con- 
tinuous driveway. At present with 
added parks, boulevards along the 
Eideau Canal, and with several mil## of 
driveway the coet to the city ha# b#en 
only about $723,93$ in eight yearn To 
Rockclilf Park was #oon to b# added 
National Park, with 110 acre*. This 
coet $71,247. Tb# effect of thb work 
wa# to uplift the* citizen# of th# city.. 

Beyond the improved appearance 
caused by th# boulevards and park# 
the householder# themselves were taking 
greater pride in their dwellings and do- 
ing their best to Improve them. Before 
the work was begun in Ottawa he said 
there hsd been scarcely any tourist 
business done there. Now there was 
sufficient to JustJfy th# building of new 
hotels. * 

In advising the CSvie Guild of To- 
ronto, Senator Prost declared himself in 
favor of a continuous commission to look 
after the work oL_ improvement. 
Ths aty Council could not do H. It 
was a changing thing, and continuity 
and persistence would have to be the 
watchwords In such* efforts as would 
he mads. 

Controller Hockeo In moving a vote of 
thanks to the speaker agreed with him 
that a commission was ths proper thing. 
It was not b# thought ths City Conn- 
oil that was In the way ia securing 
these Improvements, hut the citizen# 
who fee red an increased tax rate. If. 
the rate were raised half a mill and thb 
devoted to buying up and expropriating 
property for boulevards and narks much 
benefit would come to the dty, and fn 
the end good return# for the money ex- 
pended would he had. Ha was glad, 
however, to report that work on the 
seawall was progreesfng favorably, and 
Toronto mbht expect to have a section 
of it all along tha Exhibition front com- 
plete- hv next summer. -

The question whether pianists 
should memorize all the music they 
play in public is receiving more and 
more attention^ Liszt, Rubinstein, 
and Bulow played everything without 
notes, and since their time it has 
been considered absolutely necessary 
that aU players should do the same 
thing, Pugno being the only eminent 
pianist who has had the courage to 
play with the notes before hiifi. The 
October Etude devotes a few pages 
to the discussion of (his topic. One 
of the writers is Arthur Foote, who 
presents the argument for both sides. 
He thinks that most persons that are, 
able to play well in concert get. bet- 
ter results by playing from memory. 
“Greater concentration and freedom 
are obtained for the work in hand, 
and we consequently have the ability 
to listen more keenly and sympatheti- 
cally.” Another important point is, 
he thinks, that insufficient prepara- 
tion is discouraged. On the other 
hand, Mr. Foote, who is himself one- 
of the best American pianists, espe- 
cially in chamber music, concedes that 
the general feeling on this question 
is too strong. “It should not be re- 
garded as a necessity to play from 
memory, nor as something almost dis- 
creditable to use' one’s notes There 
are players who (often from nervous- 
ness) really do not play so well if 
the moral support of the printed 
pages before them is withdrawn; it 
would be unwise for such persons to 
submit themselves to that handicap.” 
Why not combine the two ways? A 
pianist can memorize his pieces thor- 
oughly, yet have some one turn the 
leaves for him, so he can look for a 
moment if he must. If Rubinstein 
had followed this plan, he would not 
have been so much tormented in the 
last few years of his career by dis- 
trust of his memory.

The News 
has pleasure in presenting Carl Rein- 
icke’s compact resume of the work spe- 
cially translated from the German, bv 
Mr. Henry L. Lautx: “The principal 

idea of the first movement ia elevated 
borrow and tragic impression. For the 
great thought Beethoven found the best 
expression in the few tones of a triad. 

Against this he opposed a more 
friendly and sympathetic theme. Also 
a short sentence of endeavor and long- 
ing hopes. 

Based upon the above strongly de- 
fined themes his first movement of the 
ninth symphony is more complicated 
in Beethoven’s previous eight. 

Of Titanic power is the organ point 
of the centra basses on F sharp before 
the repetition of the first theme. Of 
tragic compulsion is tbe coda with 
chromatic motive from the basses. 

lhe Scherzo begins, after. eight intro^ 
ductory measures, with, a fugato on a 
singularly direct theme.
